large cauldrons in which the lard was rendered and the meat scraps foj various purposes

were cooked, all requiring constant strtfing, Qll outdoors, regardless oT^weathey rain, 
show, slee^ and wind and what the wind did to the smoke . ) 

I enjoyed them. Good men and professional. 

Mike had indicated some areas of interesjj and I had xeroxes of some of the records 
he wanted to have and use ^hen he phon ed ■ as a result of this and some of hi3 questioning 
we went into some areas about which I'd not been asked before. I asked him if he could 
give a dub of what he taped to Hood College, where all my records will go and some are 
already. It is an excellent 3mall local college. Busy as he was and was going to be after 
he left dtek^Chere, this is a reminder. 

x n tliinking of this later it seemed that with all his interviews a dub of all, if 
that is possible, would be good to have there, along with wliat was actually aired. Aside 
from subject-matter content, thi3 could also be useful in the small journalism courses, 
allowing students to learn both from the unedited interviews and what was selected to be 
aired. I hope this can be done. 

In all my years of experience on both sides of interviews this was the only one ever 

scheduled for three a. a.! Gives you also an idea of how they worked! 

My impression is tliat the shows have been and will be excellent. I hope they get a 

good reaction, as I think they should from the interests ^ike reflected and hou he got for 

your audience what I think will be new to most if no^ all.
